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§1472.110 Are any of my Federal as-
sistance awards exempt from this
part?

This part does not apply to any
award that the Agency Director deter-
mines that the application of this part
would be inconsistent with the inter-
national obligations of the TUnited
States or the laws or regulations of a
foreign government.

§1472.115 Does this part affect the
Federal contracts that I receive?

It will affect future contract awards
indirectly if you are debarred or sus-
pended for a violation of the require-
ments of this part, as described in
§1472.510(c). However, this part does
not apply directly to procurement con-
tracts. The portion of the Drug-Free
Workplace Act of 1988 that applies to

Federal procurement contracts is car-
ried out through the Federal Acquisi-
tion Regulation in chapter 1 of Title 48
of the Code of Federal Regulations (the
drug-free workplace coverage currently
is in 48 CFR part 23, subpart 23.5).
